Provisions Income Tax Law: 


Tax experts summarizing the effect 
of the new revenue act which has 
just passed the House of Repre- 
sentatives, say that it should bring 
about- more activity in business, par- 
ticularly in those many instances 
where transactions have been pre- 
vented by reasons of the high tax 
rates under. the old schedules. 


What is called the “capital gain and 


capital loss” section is a departure 
from the old act. In effect it pro- 
vides that when a taxpayer makes a 
profit by the sale of property which 
is in tne nature of a capital asset, 
this prost from that transaction, if his 
other income exceeds $40,000, shal! be 
taxed at a flat rate of 15 per cent.
